Claims 1-9 are pending in the application.

Claims 4-6, drawn to a process of making 
compounds of formula (I) wherein an 
imidazolidinethione is reacted with R 10 R 11 C=O 
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and R 12 NH 2/ classified in class 548, subclass 
316. 4+. 

IV. Claim 5, drawn to a process of making compounds 
of formula (I) wherein an imidazolidinethione 
is reacted with R 10 R 11 C=NR 12 / classified in class 
548, subclass 316. 4+. 

Inventions of Groups I -IV are directed to 
patentably distinct and separate processes of making 
compounds of formula (I) since each process requires 
the use of patentably distinct reactants .
